New Jail Codes Handcuff County

Michigan Dept. of Correc- 
tion codes may cost Craw- 
ford County $52,000 to add on 
a required indoor exercise 
room. 

County officials are hand- 
cuffed by state and federal 
codes mandating certain 
facilities at the jail. One in- 
mate filed suit against the 
county over jail conditions 
and several attorneys have 
complained about conditions 
for their clients in the Craw- 
ford County jail. The jail, 
only 11 years old, is already 
outdated because of the new 
state codes passed in 1975, 
new federal codes issued in 
1980, and another set of 
proposed state codes due 
soon. 

At their May 11 meeting, 
county commissioners were 
presented with a plan to 
build the multi-purpose 
exercise room by MJK Arch- 
itects of Gaylord and Lan- 
sing.

they would study the plan for 
the 600-square-foot room 
estimated to cost $52,000. 

They will meet witha MJK 
representative at their May 
27 meeting to discuss 
changes in the exercise room 
plan.

Commissioners also took 
these proposals fer study, 
emphasizing no commit- 
ment has been made toward 
any of the plans. 

The MJK study of the 
existing  7,800-sq.-ft. jail 
facilities said the county jail 
is required to have another 
7,234-sq.-ft. of  facililties. 
Besides lacking an indoor 
exercise room, the jail needs 
high security cells, female 


and juvenile cells, improve- 


ments in the segregation 
room and chapel/classroom 
Aibrary, and more space for 
many existing facilities. 


A state inspection in June, 
1980, cited the jail for not 
having a holding cell, having 
no medium security cells, no 
medical exam and _ treat- 
‘ment room, and said it 
needed a controlled visiting 
area and better public ac- 


comodations. 

The MJK study noted im- 
provements can be!made in 
heating the building. There 
is little or no insulation in 
many parts of the jail por- 
tion and heating costs run 
$2,800 to $3,100 a month at 
the county building. The 
radio room in the jail has 
poor ventilation as well. The 
only way to cool the room is 
to open two doors jeopar- 
dizing security. The 
inadequate ventilation leads 
to constant servicing of the 
radio and communication 
equipment in the room. 
Another area for im- 
provement is the intake 
area. Currently, persons are 
booked in a corridor between 
the garage and cell area. 
The study suggests more 
space is needed all around 
the jail including a squad 
and equipment room which 
is located in a former bed- 
room of an area once used as 
Sheriff residential quarters.

Guest speaker Major General John A. Johnson said 
Camp Grayling was a very important training site in the 
overall picture of U.S. defense and he said more facilities 


may be built here in the future. 


Construction for a $2 million-plus ammunition dump 
could begin this summer and military command has another 
$50 million in facilities on a ‘‘wish list” for Camp Grayling, he 


said. 


Johnson also said the Camp Grayling training site has 
already been designated a federal mobilization site. The Ar- 
my Corps of Engineers has $50,600 in their budget to make 
plans for Camp Grayling improvement. Johnson said the im- 
provements will not come in the immediate future but ‘‘hope- 
fully in the not too distant future.” 


By training two active army pnits, army reserve, guards 
from three states, and units from Canada and England this 
year, Johnson said Camp Grayling is a big part of the total 
role of defense in the country. Besides a payroll of approx-

The new armory, a 25,000 sq. foot masonry building, was

Steve Southard, of Ray’s 
Canoe Liveries, said canoe 
business will depend on the 
weather this weekend. 

‘Three years ago, we had 
three 80 degree temperature 
days and we were sold out all 
three days. Last year, we 
had rain one day and cloudy 
weather and we didn’t sell 
out one day,”’ he said. 

Southard said Memorial 
Day isn’t a good weekend for 
reservations at canoe 
liveries because many 
people come up for three 
days without planning out 
what they’re going to do 
here. 


Tourists already have 
visited Hartwick Pines in 
good numbers this year. A 
total of 18,000 persons have 
visited the tall timber since 
Jan. 1, Sunday, May 16, 
more than 600 persons visit- 


ed or were camping at the 
park, Park Manager Joe 
Martin said. Camping totals 
and school groups visiting 
the park have been about the 
same as last year. Day-use 
has been down slightly 
because of the late spring. 
Motor use permits sales at 
the park has increased this 
year and Martin said he’s 
glad. The park has to raise 
more than 75 percent of its 
own revenues this year 
because general fund con- 
tributions from the state are 
shrinking. 

Joe Wakeley, of Jolly Red- 
skin Canoe Livery said the 
first 20 days of May has been 
quiet for renting canoes. He 
said he couldn’t tell if the 
downstate economy was 
keeping people home or per- 
haps the late winter pushed 
back candeing plans a couple 
of weeks later than usual.

And she said in many ways, the 
situation is out of the hands of state 
officials. 

“It is a national problem and 
Michigan is the most severely affec- 
ted state. Certainly Michigan has no 
control over federal policies and in- 
terest rates. The deterioration in 
Michigan has been going en longer 
and it is deeper.”’ 

Moody’s also recently has drop- 
ped ratings of Minnesota and Wash- 
ington states. 

Cohen also said Michigan fared 
worse than other states hard hit by 
high unemployment and a generally 
weak economy because the revenue 
levels were not at the level that were 
budgeted and the state has higher 
month-to-month cash deficits than 
any other state. 

Governor William G. Milliken, 
although expressing disappoint- 
ment with the action of Moody’s, 
said it was not a reflection on the 
management of state government. 

“Their decision again points up 
the need for us to pursue 
aggressively our efforts to revive 
the Michigan economy through 
economic development ‘efforts,’ he 
said. 

Despite the dropped ratings, 
Miller said officials will try in Sep- 
tember to regain the MIG-2 rating 
for a new $500 million short term 
note needed to meet early cash 
commitments to schools, colleges, 
and local governments. 

He said his hopes rested on a 

slight improvement in the economy 
and passage of a _ conservative 
budget which contains a slight sur- 
plus. 
' Miller added the governor would 
soon submit a substantially revised 
1982-83 budget proposal which 
makes his January recommen- 
dations inoperative. He said state 
services would be cut and some ad- 
ditional state layoffs may be 
required.

Road-killed animals and 
birds are all too common, 
especially during the sum- 
mer when population den- 
sities increase. Many such 
accidents are unavoidable, 
but the shame is that the car 
kills not onty the common 
species but endangered 
species as well. Car-kills 
probably are greater State- 
wide than the take from hun- 
ting seasons. 

Not often do I find an owl 
killed by a car, but recently I 
found a Barred Owl. It was 
dead, of course, and so badly 
damaged as to be worthless 
as a mounted specimen. The 
Barred Owl prefers low, wet 
woods or swemp forest to 
nest and hunt in. Somewhere 
in the tall timber there is a 
hollow tree with a nest which 
by this time should have two 
to four young in it. The one 
surviving adult is going to be 
hard pressed to keep them 
supplied with mice and other 
rodents, small birds, and 
crayfish. 

The Barred Owl is large 
and stocky, being twenty to 
twenty-four inches long with 
a wingspan to fifty inches. 
The owl is gray-brown with 
cross barring on the neck 
and breast and with streaks 
on the belly. There are no 
ear tufts and the hooting is a 
loud, barking ‘‘hoo, hoo, hoo, 
hoo, hoo, hoo-hooo-aw!” 
which adds a memorable 
addition to a walk in the Tall 
Timber during the early 
evening.
